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New store may have Visions West tie

TWIN FALLS - Visions West Book Club is 
no more, but even before its doors were closed, 
a new store with apparent lies to Visions West 
is nearopening.- 

Visions West closed Friday panially because 
of pressure from a Twin Falls lawsuit pending 
in 5th District Court and several burglaries, 
said Visions West attorney Golden Bennett. 
“They just got tired of the hassle,” Bennett 
said. 

Everett Jewell, owner of the building leased 
by Visions West at 71 1 Shoshone St. S.. said 
the store is moving out because the owners 
failed to make monthly payments. 

"Their lease ran out and ! told them I wasn’t 
going to'rencw it." Jewell said. 

Bennett said he was disappointed the owners 
of the company, whom he would not identify, 
did not stay and fight the city’s law.suit because 
he said the business had a good chance of 
winning, 

Dennett’s law Rrm had already won the .first 
round in u lawsuit brought by the city when

Judge Daniel Hurlbutt ruled as unconstitutional 
a ciiy ordinance that prohibits adult bookstores 
within 2.500 feet of restaurants. 

A trial was scheduled for Oct. 25 on a second 
claim that Visions West violated the state’s 
local planning act by being ‘within 2,500 feet of 
churches or schools. Visions West will argue 
for a dismissal at a .status hearing on Monday. 
Bennett said. 

City Attorney Fritz Wonderlich said that, if a 
connection exists between Visions West and 
Tlie Index, a new bu.siness preparing to open at 
214 Blue Uikcs Dlvd., then the city could file 


to amend the complaint to include The Index, 
which is a few blocks south of Bickel 
Elementary School. 

"If there’s no connection. I don’t know how 
we could continue the case by amending the 
complaint." Wonderlich said. 

He also said that if the business docs not sell 
the siune type of materials as Visions West and 
the owners arc different, then Visions West has 
a good chance for a dismissal of the court case. 

I Bennett said that although Tom Fernandez, 
owner of llic Index and a Bennett client, has 
some ties to Visions West, the store will not 
contain the same type of "questionable" 
materials as Visions West did. 

"My understanding is Tom’s plan with The 
Index is to run a legitimate store and comply 
with all the rules," he said of Fernandez, who 
worked at Visions West. 

Fernandez, in an interview Tuesday, 
emphatically denied any intention to open a 
-book store similar to Visions West. 

'."Pacing inside and out of the new locution, he 
s'aid "this is not a porno shop, this is a 
legitimate bu.siness. I won't sell what no one 
else will sell in this town,"

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Gem wild area 
bill encounters 
1st road block

WASHINGTON - Sen. James 
McClure’s Idaho wilderness bill ran 
into its first major stumbling block 
Wednesday over the subject of how 
it will treat roads in the designated 
area. 

*Thc Senate Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee Wednesday 
began hammering out a version of 
the bill that would be .icccptabic to 
both Democrats and Republicans. 

After three hours of haggling over 
specific provisions, however, the 
committee decided to postpone 
further consideration of the bill until 
next week. 

Tlie fate of McClure’s proposal in 
the committee now. remains up in 
the air while McClure and Sen. Dale 
Bumpers. D-Ark., the chairman of 
the subcommittee which first heard 
testimony on the bill, try to' 
negotiate privately a compromise on 
the rpads issue. 

Although the two senators met 
twice before Wednesday’s hearing 
to discuss the bill, they still arc 
sharply split on the roads issue. 
Nevertheless. McClure said he waS 


hopeful he would reach an accord 
with Bumpers on the issue. 

Under McClure's proposal, 
written in conjunction with Gov. 
Cecil Andrus, roads would be 
"cherry-stemmed’’ out of ' the 
wilderness area, meaning that 
roughly 50 feet from either side of 
the road would be excluded from 
wildcmc.ss designation. 

Tlic original U.S. Wilderness Act, 
which celebrates its 25th 
anniversary this year, states that 
wilderness designation can only be 
applied to areas untouched by any 
development of such as a road. 

McClure’s bill defines road as a 
track that may be traveled by a 
st.indard four-wheel drive vehicle - 
a definition that was called too 
broad by Sen. Tim Wirth, D-Colo. 

The Idaho senator said he distrusts 
the Forest Service’s mapping of 
roads. He cites an instance where he 
found a road that was not included 
in the Forest Service’s maps and 
suggests that there may be other 
unmapped roads throughout the 
millions of acres of Idaho forest. "If 
they don’t like a road, it doesn’t 
show up on their map," McClure

Canyon sightseeing 
plane crash kills 1 0

TUSAYAN. Ariz. — A 
sightseeing plane making its final 
approach for landing veered into a 
wooded hill near the Grand Canyon 
Airport on Wednesday, killing 10 
people and injuring the other II 
people aboard, eight criticalfy. 

Tile aircraft's wings were sheared 
off by tall Pondcrosa pines but .some 
passengers survived because the 
fuselage of the de Havilland DHC-6 
Twin Oner remained largely iniact. 
said Coconin'o County Sheriff Joe 
Richards. The two crew members 
were killed, he said. 

National Park Service Ranger 
Paul Crawford, who was among the 
first to reach ihe swrccku^c, ;^ald 
some- of the passengers were 
walking around when he arrived ut 
the scene on a small ridge about 300 
yards east of u runway, 

"They were shellshocked. They 
had that empty, dazed look," he 
said. 


The twin-engine Grand Canyon 
Airlines plane was on its second 
flight of dte day and making its final 
approach to the airport when the 
accident occurred, said Ronald L. 
Warren, the uirlihe's vice president 
and general manager. JJe said 
cleared for landing. 

Federal Aviation Administration ' 
spokeswoman Elly Brckkc said the 
plane was about 1,500 feet down the 
9.000-fooI runway when it veered to 
the right, then to the left and into an 
open space where it descended into 
trees and crushed, flipping over. 

Warren said Ihe plane had left the 
airport ut 8 u.m. MDTfor the one- 
hour scenic flight, which covers 
about 100 miles, and was on 
schedule for its arrival when it 
crashed at about 8:55 a.m. MDT. 

All 19 passengers were 
Americans, he said. Most were from 
California and from the East Coast. 
Two of the dead were Modesto, 
Calif., City Councilman John Sutton 
and his wife. Donna. 


Bush believes nuclear treaty likely

WASHINGTON — President 
Bush said Wednesday there is "a 
good likelihood" he and’Soviet 
president Mikhail S. Gorbachev will 
be able to sign a landmark treaty to 
Klalih ihcdeodliesi weapons in the 
superpowers' nuclear arsenals in a 
.summit meeting next year. 

Buslr.said that the scheduling of a 
summit in late spring or early 
summer "will serve as a catalyst for 
moving forward on a treaty" and 
that it may be ready by the summit. 


"It's not absolutely certain that 
that's going to happen but I would 
have to agree (there is) a good 
likelihood that might happen," Bush 
said in an interview wiih a small 
group' of reporters in the Oval 
Office. 

Bush’s statement put him in .sync 
with an optimistic forcca.st by Soviet 
Foreign Minister £duard 
Shevardnadze, who told the United 
Nations on Tuesday there arc 
"realistic prospects" by the time of 
the summit for passing "the last 
turn” on the road to a .strategic arms 
reduction treaty (START) to trim 30 


to. SO percent from the each nation's 
arsenals of long-range nuclear 
missiles, bombers and submarines, 

"I don't want to set It up so that if 
we don't have every 't' crossed and 
'i' dotted (on a treaty) that the 
summit is considered a, failure.” 
Bush said. But he said he agreed 
with Shevardnadze's statement. 

Bush held the news conference 
after delivering a speech before the 
annual meeting of the World Dank 
and International Monetary Fund 
and before flying to Charlollcsville, 
Va.. for a meeting with the nation’s 
governors on education,

Tlic di.scardcd endings arc included in an exhibit 
that opened. Wednesday at the John Kennedy 
Library, which has the world’s largest collection of 
Hemingway manuscripts. The exhibit focuses on the 


book in celebration of its 60th anniversary 
Wednesday.' 

Tlie endings, written over six months, read like a 
series of entries in the annual Intemutional Imitation 
Hemingway Contest. ' 

"A Farewell to Arms" is the story of a wounded 
so'Idjer who falLs in love with a nurse named 
Catherine. (Hemingway seivcd in the Italian Army 
on the Austrian front.) In the novel, the two become 
lovers but do not many. Catherine dies in 'childbirth 
at the end of the story. 

The last paragraph of the novel comes just after 
Catherine’s death in the hospital. The nurses arc shut

Bush, governors seek 'fundamental changes' in school system

CHARLOTTESVILLE. Va. (AP) — 
President Bu.sh sat down with the the 
nation’s governors at an education summit 
Wednesday, summoning them to forge 
“fundamental changes” in a national school 
.system wracked by drugs, high dropout rates 
and mediocrity. 

Governors circulated a memo outlining 
their own goals for the educational summit, 
the first ever conducted between a president 
and the slates'- executives. 

Their plan called for eliminating illiteracy, 
curtailing the dropout rate and making

American .students the equal of their 
counterparts anywhere in the world, 
especially in mathematics and science. ' 

Tlic summit scene was the historic 
campus of the University of Virginia, whose 
establishment was the proudest 
accomplishment of Thomas Jefferson — 
America’s first "education president." The 
university is still called "Mr.Jcffcrson's 
school'" and Bu.sh referred to it tiiat w.-iy. 


"It’s time to get on with it." said Bush, 
challenging the governors to do more than 
just study the issues and to act without 
partisanship. 

One plan pushed by the administration 
and welcomed by a number of governors 
would allow parents to shop around for 
schools, sending young.stcrs to the ones they 
think will educate best. 

"This is a mechanism that’s very. 'very 
important, “ Educatioh Secretary Lauro 
Cavazos .said in an interview, "rvc e.’illcd it 
the cornerstone for restructuring.” 

He said he would begin a whirlwind tour 
in mid-October to sell the idea to educators 


in slates including North Carolina, Colorado 
and California, conducting hearings during 
the day and meeting with working parents at 
night. 

Before leaving Washington. Bush told 
reporters that he was looking for 
commitment from the governors "to make 
those fundamental changes that are needed 
if wc arc going to improve educational 
perfomiancc." 

Controversy over federal spending 
rumbled just below the surface, but a^ 
number of governors said it would not be a. 
major issue at the meeting. Duslt said he was 
not prepared to "quintuple spending." 


Gov. Bill Clinton of Arkansas, 
Democrat, conceded, "We do not expect n 
big increase in federal funding to flow out of 
this summit.' 

Arriving to join his Cabinet, his wife and 
the governors in a, day and a half of 
meetings. Bush deplored the state of the 
nation’s .schooling. 

"Millions of Americans cannot read, some 
never even make it to graduation, dropping 
out of school and society as well,” he said. 

,"-Drugs have invaded our classrooms, 
violence has entered our schoolyards, and 
clearly the enlightened America dreamed of 
by Tlio'ma.s Jefferson still eludes U.S."

But Fernandez told The Times- 
News that MacNicol is indeed 
Visions West's owner and that he 
(Fernandez) only worked at the 
adult bookstore.

MacNicol is'not Visions West’s 
owner, but ho did own some of the 
materials sold in the store. 

Bennett .sliid that at one point, 
MacNicol and Fernandez had 
negotiated a contract in which 
MacNicol would sell his materials 
from the store to Fernandez, but the 
contract was Jaicr mutually severed. 

Dennett said he should know who 
Visions West's real owners arc 
because they pay him for 
representing him, but that he would 
not identifythem. 

He said the true owners were 
involved wiih the Front Page Book 
Store, an adult bookstore that .closed 
after a group calling themselves 
Determined Citizens Against 
Pornography sued the store in 1987. 

Rcgardlcs.s of whether Fernandez 
has an ownership link to Visions 
West, building owner Nichols said 
he is worried that The Index will .sell 
similar types of materials. 

When Fernandez first approached 
Nichols in early August, Fernandez 
assured him that Ihe shop would be 
similar ' to other legitimate 
bookstores in town and that he never 
had anything lo do with Visions 
West. 

Since then, a few of Nichols’ 
friends have told him that Fernandez 
ho.s openly stated that he intends to 
open a "pomo shop,” Nichols .said. 

Nichols 
said, but admits that'*"! have no 
proof." 

When Fernandez failed to pay rent 
three weeks ago, Nichols said he 
gave him an eviction notice. 

At that point, Peggy Gregory, of 
Regal Consultants, 1292 Addison 
Ave. E.. and a man Nichols $aid he 
did not know came to him and said 
they owed Fernandez money and 
would pay the rent by Monday. 

Regal Consultants is a business in 
an office complex rented by Peter 
Gregory, said Ihc building's owner, 
Paul Beck. Gregory was the alleged 
manager of ^thc, Front Page Book 
Store in tHe'Vawsuil brought by 
Determined Citi7.cn.s Against 
Pornography.

Building owner Nichols agreed to

Baxter does excellent job 

The editorial staff of The Times-News has 
once ngain allowed its personal feelings 
toward the Twin Falls County Prosecutor to 
color tt^oditoriol opinion without 
undel^tanding the issues involved. 

Recently, K. Ellon Baxter, the prosecutor, 
was taken to task for using “hearsay" and 
losing the case for ‘lack of foundation.' 

Thq editorial asserted that, ‘if the Twin 
Falls 0)unty Prosecutor fails to get to trial 
the case of a three-j-car-old child who may 
have been molested, the reason would 
appear to lie with Barter herself." 

We disagree. 

• How many prosecutors are willing to 
attempt to try a case involving a three-year 
old? In many areas of this state, sexual 
abuse of children under five years of age 
goes without any sigriificant thrqat of 
prosecution. The prosecutor should be 
commended on her aggressfve ajiproach to 
such cases. ^ 

Secondly, the criticism of hearsay is 
unfounded. Hearsay is a.technical term that 
most of us would define as ‘disclosure of 
sexual abuse to an>une except a jury.’ 


This case is on tho frontiers of law in 
Idaho. &mc hearsay evidence is allowed in 
Idaho courts, but a recent Idaho Supreme 
Court decision has changed the ground rules 
Tho Idaho Attorney General has appealed 
this case to the Supreme Court, and it will 
help further define how these cases are to be 
prosecuted. \ 

Thirdly, in respect to the assertion that 
this case was a 'weak case' and *1ackcd 
foundation.' the prosecutor does not • 
investigate these cases by herself, but they 
arc thoroughly evaluated by many child 
protection workers. • 

Without commenting on the specifics of 
this case, suffice it to say that only strong 
cases are taken to court, but this is an area 
•where the rules arc still being written. 

\Vc hope Idaho Supreme Court realizes 
that special rules of protection necd’to be 
enacted to protect young children in court 
that may involve tc.slifying on video tape or 

tolling their story too non-threatening -• 

person, even if that qualifies as “hearsay.*

The accident occurred Tuesday when a boat ferrying 40 fishermen 
and traders from Mfongono island, jusfoff Kenya's coast, overturned 
en route to a market in southwestern Kenya, the Daily Nation report- 
ed. 

The Nation said seven people were rescued and 33'people drowned. 
The Standard newspaper put the death toll at more than 20 and the 
Kenya Times at mroe than 25. 

Authorities said the -cause of the accident was not immediately* 
known but that they suspected the boat was overloaded. 

Agents arrest 2 trying to smuggle LSD 

DUESSELDORF, West Oennany (AP) — Customs agents arrested 
two West Germans trying to smuggle in LSD soaked into stickers 
.bearing the image of Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gorbachev, authorities 
said Wednesday. 

Agents at the Elten-Emmerich border crossing near Holland found 
130 sheets of LSD-mated poper with Gorbachev’s image stomped on 
to look like decals, according to the regional customs office. 

TWo West Germon workers with the Civilian Service, the govern- 
ment's alternative to compulsory military service, were taken into 
custody after a search of their car turned up the contraband Monday. 

The Gorbachev stamps were similar to previous drug-smuggling at- 
tempts in which pictures of Boimon, Goofy and E.T. have been used 
io disguise LSD doses.

The decision applies initially to the last quancr of this year, begin- 
ning in October. 

Experts estimate, however, that the true OPEC output is afready 22 
million barrels a day.'

Missing Utah boy found alive inside mine 

all — 


JACOB CITY, Utah — A 10-year-old;, 
hoy missing for nearly five days in an abandoned 
mine was found alive Wednesday suffering from 
frosibiiu and dchydruiion but otherwise looking 
'Temarkably well," uiilhoritics said, 

Joshua Dennis was found inside the Hidden 
Valley Mine in western Utah’s Oquirrh 
Mountains at about 2;4.‘i p.m. MDT and was 
driven 24 miles to the Tooele Valley Hospital, 
said Tooele County Sheriff's dispatcher Kim 
Paget. 

“He really looks remarkably well," said Trudy 
.Curtis, the hospital's nursing director. "Of course 
he's very dehydrated, very gaunt and very tired , 
— maybe a little .sliocky.” 

'The boyi from the Salt Lake suburb of Kearns, 
then was flown by helicopter lo Primary 
Children’s Medical Center in Sail Lake City, 
some 45 miles nonheasi of the mine. 

The youth had no visible injuries, broken 


bones, serious cuts or abrasions. "He docs have 
what at this point wc think is a mild frostbite on 
the toes," Curtis said. "But this i.s just 
remarkable.” 

"If you don't believe in miracles, you’d better 
believe in this, so help me," said ibe boy’s 
grandfather, Roben Dennis. 

Joshua was last seen inside the mine Friday 
night with his father, Terry Dennis, and a group 
of Boy Scouts the father was helping supervise 
during an overnight camping trip. 

The boy told rescuers and hospital personnel he 
had become seperated from the othOrs and had 
tried to find his way out of the mine “by feeling 
the walls," Curtis said. Stumbling and falling at 
one point, he "got .scared and just stayed pur." - 

Searchers and Joshua’s family had all but given 
up hope of finding him alive after exhaustive 
searclic.s of the mine in rugged Dry Canyon 
turned up no trace of the boy. Sheriff Don Proctor 


said earlier Wednesday. 

A Utah Power & Light Co. mine rescue team 
descended into the mine for a second day 
Wednesday and found the boy between 600 and 
700 yards insiiJc the eight-level labyrinth. The 
team was accompanied by a guide who hud been 
doing historical research on the gold, silver and 
zinc mine, Iasi worked in 1953. 

"He’s the reason they found him." said Rich 
Townsend. Terry Dennis’ boss, who had been 
inside the mine earlier Wednesday. He said the 
guide had pointed out previously unmarked 
passagc.s that seurdicrs were exploring in the 
mine he described as "one big maze," 

Townsend said the boy’s father was dazed. “1 
don't really think at this point he believes this is 
happening.... They were prepared for the worst." 

Tlic sheriff had .said other Scouts apparently 
leased Joshua into entering the mine and then 
tried lo scare him once he was inside.

Denver gets $60 million 
federal grant for airport 


Salt Lake County officials approve master plan for canyon 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The Salt Lake 
County Commission has unanimously approved a 
master plan governing development and 
preservation in seven major canyons of the 
Wasatch Front. • 

The three commissioners voted during^a 10- 
minute meeting Tuesday for the plan, which has 
been three years in the making' and will 
accompany Salt Lake City's watcr.shcd 
management plan and.u U.S. Forest Service 
blueprint for managing federal land in the 
canyons. 

Commission Chairman Ban Barker said the 
plait, the subject of many public hearings, had 


won the approval of a range of rcercaiionisls, 
environmentalists, property owners and 
government officials. 

"There was far more consensus than I believed 
was possible." he said. "Who would have 
believed three years ago wc would have found a 
consensu.s?” 

‘ The plan affects Big and LilllS4Coitonwood. 
Parleys, Mill Creek, Bmigralion, Red Butte and 
City Creek canyons. 

Should Utah win the right to host the 1998 or 
2(X)2 Winter Olympic Carnes, all events would be 
kept put of the canyons except for nordic track 
skiing in Parleys. 


Ski areas could expand within the current 
permit areas, hut an amendment to the plan would 
be required for expansion bcyqnd those borders. 
A proposed .ski interconnect system linking Park 
City .ski rcsons with ih^iur resorts in Little and 
Big Cottonwood cany wk would be»inhibited 
because of those restraints. 

Mass transit and park-and-ridc facilities will be 
developed to ease traffic congestion and 
pollution, and a coordinating committee of 
government an^ administrative entities will be 
formed to guide development and preservation 
efforts. 


• WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Federal aviation officials gave 
their fin-al approval for a new 
airport outside Denver 
Wednesday as they signed a S60 
million grant for what will be the 
nation's first major airport'in 
nearly 20 years. 

Federal Aviation Administrator 
James Buscy said tlic complex, 
.scheduled to open in 199.T, will 
remove a "major Iwniciieck" from 
the aviation system. 

That bottleneck is Denver’s 
Stapleton airport, which is 
reduced lo one runway during bad 
weather and can cause traffic lo 
become backed up at aiqxirts that 
feed flighi.s through it from 
around the country. 

Busey said Ihc new airport, to 
be built 18 miles northeast of 
downtown Denver, will be the 
.nation's third busiest by 2000 in 
both num'ber of flights and 
passengers, Stapleton currently 
ranks fifth. 

The new airport would handle 
K17.0U0 takeoffs and landings and 
board .33,2 million passengers a 
year. Busey said. It will open with 
five runways and expand to 12 by 


2020 . 

"Replacing Stapleton with a 
new ull-weallier airport not only 
will benefit Denver but also will 
promote more efficient traffic 
flow.s nationwide," the FAA chief 
said. 

Transportation Secretary 
Samuel Skinner noted that the 
airport will be the first major 
complex since the Dallas Fort- 
Worth Airport was opened in 
1974. 

The grant for Denver is to be 
used to reimburse cost of 
obtaining tiie land and to fund 
relocation assistance, terminal 
building design and initial site 
preparation for the main terminal 
area and an east-west runway. 
FAA officials said. 

The grant followed Federal 
Aviation Administration approval 
of a final environmental impact , 
statement for the new airport, 
marking a formal federal go- 
ahead for the project. 
Environmental study of the site 
took two years. 

Denver voters approved the 
airport in a referendum earlier this 
year.

Smith was convicted in 1987 on a 
separate charge. of lewd and lascivious 
conduct, for which I19 never served lime.

POCATELLO (AP) — The U.S. 
Bureau of Land Management and an 
Idaho State University plant ecology 
professor have locked horns over 
' whether cattle grazing iri Pocatello’s 
Johnny Creek subdivision will cause 
’another disairou.s range fire there. 

The 2,6(X)-acrc Johnny Creek fire 
-started in the City Creek area in 
August 1987. destroyed one home 
and forced the evacuation of 
hundreds of residents in the upscale 
subdivision. 

BLM range conservationist Dili 
Haight on Tuesday told the 
southeast Idaho chapter of ihclduho 
Native Plants Society the BLM 
proposes incorporating a 2.100-ncre 
tract of city-owned land into a 
14,000-acre grazing alloimcm to 
reduce the danger on land charred 
by the fire. 

However, professor Jay Anderson 
believes cattle will trample the 
native vegetation, allowing some 
grasses to proliferate and increase 
the potential for a blaze on the city's 
wesUfiide. 

Anderson said grazing also will 
destroy his scientific study plots. 

"I don't core what type of grazing 


system you arc going to use, there is 
going to be some competition with 
the other values up there," he said. 
Anderson said the ciiy-owncd land 
is unique because it is one of ilic- 
feW sites that have not been, grazed 
for years and serves as a model of 
what the native landscape looks like 
without. livestock. 

The BLM’s objective is to use 
grazing on^a rotation bnsis-lo 
increase the perennial grassc.s and 
shrubs, while reducing the "fine 
fuels" that bum readily, Haight said. 

. Grazing is likely to continue on 
the west bench because rancher Bob 
Sw.mson's family has been running 
livestock there since 1889 and he 
has historic rights to use the land, he 
said. 

"You can't just say you don’t 
want them, because they have been 
there for some timc.and they're 
probably not going to go away 
anytime .soon.” he said. 

The city and adjoining 
landowners must approve the 
grazing proposal before it is 
implemented, although no. schedule 
has been set. '

MOSCOW (AP) — Wiretapping

Assistant U.S. Attorney Ron 
' Howen requested dismissal 
Wednesday after the 9th U.S^ Circuit 
Court of Appeals In San Francisco 
turned down a petition from the 
federal solicitor general's office in 
" Washington, D.C. 

Officials there had asked the 


appellate court to order U.S. District 
Judge Harold Ryan to provide the 
Moscow jury with specific 
instructions about federal 
wiretapping law. 

The 9th Circuit also turned down 
a request that Ryan be ordered to 
postjwne Marko's trial. 

The former deputy was charged 
with illegally intercepting telephone 
conversations at a sheriff's 
department substation In Kooskiu 
and with disclosing the contents of 
the wiretap. 


Since his trial on the charges had 
begun, Marko cannot be retried. 

Howen lost an identical case lust 
month ogaihsi Idaho County Sheriff 
Randy Baldwin after Ryun told the 
jury that Baldwin could not be 
convicted of disclosing (he contents 
of Ihe wiretap if the wiretap itself 
was legal. 

Howen also disputed Ihe judge's 
ruling that the wiretaps could be 
legal if they were part of an internal 
personnel investigation rather than a 
criminal investigation. 


The prosecutor contended the 
telephone conversalions were taped 
in order to discredit another deputy. 
Travis Breckon, who had filed a 
labor grievance with the U.S. Fair 
Labor Board. 

Bin the jtlry in Baldwin's case 
found that the wiretap was a iegol 
part of a personnel inve.stiglilion, 
ond the sheriff was acquitted. Since 
the appeals court ruling meant the 
outcome of the trial likely would be 
the same, Howen requested 
complete dismissal.

Police! officers mourn deputy killed at roadblock 


ORANGEVILLE (AP) — More 
;.than 160 law enforcement officers 
have paid tribute to one of their 
fallen comrades killed last week in 
the line of duty. 

The officers represented 26 law 
enforcement agencies from Boise to 
'Boundary County. They came to 
OrangeviUe Tuesday to bid farewell 
to IdMO Countv. Senior Deputy John 
Huston, 33, who died Friday ni^ht 
after being struck at a police 
roadblock by a vehicle that then 
fled. 

The officers came in a solemn 
stream of patrol cars, lights flashing 
silently, down the Main Street of 
Orangeville in the morning service. 
They marchetl single file into the a 
funeral home, a somber, emotion- 
checked line of brown, black, grey 
and blue unifoims, with black tape 
placed across their badges as' a 
symbol of mourning. 

; He was laid, dressed in. full 
uniform, in a flag-draped coffin 
surrounded'^ his family, friends 
and fellow officers, some of whom 
let emotions spill over the badges 
and dissolve the tight-lipped 
facades. 

•- Huston was hit by a car at a 


roadblock about three miles north of 
Grangeville. The roadblock hod 
been set up to look for two inmutes 
who escaped from the North Idaho 
Correctional Institution at 
Cottonwood earlier in the doy. 
Huston, along with other officers, 
had been colled in to help with the 
search.-lt was Huston's day off. 

Huston was remembered os a 
warmi friendly person who loved the 
outdoors and s^nt much of his free 
lime fishing for steelhead. 

"As police Officers, we face 
danger every day ..I We all know 
something bad could happen, but it's 
not something we dwell on," fellow 
Idaho County Deputy Skott Mealer 
eulogized. With Huston's death "We 
lost a friend without warning." 

"It hurts,” Huston's older brother, 
Jim, who lives now at Missoula, 
Mont., said following the service. 
Jim Huston fought back leors and 
spoke of his brother's love for Idaho 
County and his job and of the anger 
Huston’s fairiily feels about his 
death. 

“We knew he was in a dangerous 
job. but we didn't expect it to 
happen like this,” he said.

more funding for center 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) — An 
1 Idaho National Engineering 
i Laboratory official contends the 
I Slate should increotte its contribution 
to .funding graduate education 
programs in the Idaho Palls area. 

Charles Gilmore, he# of external 
affairs at the INEL, .said Tuesday at 
a meeting of a special state Board of 
Education committee that current 
programs offered at University 
Place, largely funded by the U.S. 
Department of Energy, are 
"probably the best buy in graduate 
education in the United Slates." 

But for higher education in Idaho 
Falls to continue to improve, the 
state will have to take on a bigger 
share of the burden. Gilmore told the 
panel studying education needs in 
eastern Idaho, and especially in the 
Upper Snake River Valley, 

University Place, officially known 
as the Idaho Falls Center for Higher 
Education, regularly offers about 
200 courses a .semester. The facility 
cost S989.000 to operate la.st year, 
but the Department of Energy paid 
S812.000 of that, Gilmore said. 

In .addition, INEL contractors 
subsidized S2I0.000 in fees for 
students taking courses there, and 
many of its employees served as 
teachers for the graduate courses. 

About the only expense to the 


slate came in the form of salaries for 
Idaho Stale University faculty 
members who teach in the graduate 
business program. 

Gilmore, suid the Departmenlof 
Energy. will continue to support 
higher'educaiion in Idaho Fulls, and 
in fact plans to increu.se its education 
spending beyond the S3.S million 
budgeted this year. But he said that 
will not be enough. 

The Board of Education voted 
earlier ihi.s month to seek $7.5 
million to build a new classroom 
and laboratory facility in Idaho 
Falls. I 

Currently, the University of Idaho 
and Idaho State University are 
offering a Department of Energy- 
financed doctoral degree program in 
nuclear science and engineering. 
The two schools al.so arc developing 
a joint ma.stcr's degree program in 
waste management, which the 
federal agency also intends to fund. 

Besides Gilmore, the Board of 
Education committee heard from a 
number of witnesses emphasizing 
the need to offer at lca.st a two-year 
associate degree program in Idaho 
Falls that would be iransfcrrable to 
four-year, schools. They also cited 
the need to incrca.se the availability 
of vocational and technical 
programs in the area.

INEL official endorses 
more funding for center 


. IDAHO FALLS (AP) — An 
Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory official contends the 
state should increase its contribution 
to funding graduate education 
programs in the Idaho Falls area. 

Charles Gilmore, head of external 
affairs at the INEL, said Tuesday at 
a meeting of a special stoic Board of 
Educatiohvcommittee that current 
programs offered at University 
Place, largely funded by the U.S. 
Department of Energy, are 
“probably the best buy in graduate 
education in the United States." 

But for higher education in Idaho 
Falls to continue to improve, the 
state will have to take on a bigger 
share of the burden, Gilmore told the 
panel studying education needs in 
eastern Idaho, and especially in the 
Upper Snake River Valley. 

University Place, officially known 
as the Idaho Falls Center for Higher 
Education, regularly offers about 
200 courses a semester. Tlic facility 
cost S989,0()0 to operate last year, 
but the Department of Energy paid 
5812,000 of that, Gilmore said. 

In addition. INEL contractors 
subsidized 5210,000 in fees for 
students taking courses there, and 
many of its employees served us 
teachers for the graduate courses. 

About the only expense to the 


state came in the fotm of salaries for 
Idaho State University faculty 
members who teach in the graduate 
business progrom. 

Gilmore said the Departmentof 
Energy will continue to support 
higher education in Idoho Falls, and 
in fact plans to increase its education 
spending beyond the 53.5 million 
budgeted this year. But he said that 
will not be enough.

This summer, when the IRS issued its 
“final” regulations on fringe benefits, 
there" was good news for you and for 
others who use company cars. 

Your company now has a one-shot 
chance to reduce your income taxes and 
to cut your Social Security taxes. But the 
company has to act now. 



The trick, says EH J. Wnrach, lax 
attorney and chief editorial consultant at 
Prentice Hall, is to turn the rule to your 
advantage. In this cose, now is the time 
to confer with your employer and work 
out a valuation method that will cost you 
die least. 

The basic rule has not changed. You, 
the employee, are taxed on the personal 
use of the vehicle. That’s clear and 
there’s not much you con do about it. . 
There is, however, something you con 
do to moke stlre you pay the absolute 
•' minimum. 

There are several methods of - 
valuation. Two of the most popular are: 
(I) The lease table or chan^ supplied 
and approved by the IRS; and 
• (2) The cents-per-mile method. 

The method the employer chooses 
con, in many cases, make a substantial 
difference to the employee. 

One of die changes brought about by 
the final regulations, mokes it clear that 
the valuation rules are applied on a cor- 
by-car basis. In brief, for employee 
Lowell the company may use a cents- 
per-mile method, while for Joan the 
employer may choose the lease- 
valuation table. 

Under the new reguloiion. companies 
can change the method they currently 
use for any one car — and moke the 
change retroactive for 1989, as long as 
you, the employee, receive noticu of the 
change by October 1, 1989. The lules 
permit no switching back in future yean 
—at least as long os the employee uses 
the same car. 

Here’s how it works: 

Let's say Caroline drives 10,000 miles 
a year in a company cor: 6,000 miles ore 
for business and 4,000 are personal. The 
employer uses the cents-per-mile 
method. (Currently, it's at 24 cents a 
mile for the first 15,(X)0 miles; 1 1 cent.s 
a mile for each mile over 15,000.) Under 
this method. Carolyn would be hit with 
extra income of $960 for the year. 

That's 4,0(X) miles at 24 cents a mile. 

Now assume the employer used the 
cosy-find table value. Ihe annual lease 
value of the S 1 2,500 cor, according to 
the table, is $3,600. Sjnee Carolyn use.s 
the cor 40 percent for personal travel, 
she includes S 1 .440 as taxable wages. 

So by using the mileage method, 
Carolyn cuts the tax by one-third — she 
reports $480 less in income. 

But suppose that Carolyn does a lot 
more traveling and totals 40,000 miles in 
1989. Of these, 24.000 miles arc 
business, 16,000 ore personal. 

Under the ccnls-pcr-milc method, she 
would be hit with income of $3,7 10 i 
( 15,000 miles at 24 cents and 1 ,000 at 
■ 1 1 cents). On the other hand, under the 
lease table Carolyn would again have 
included only $1,440 as taxable income. 

The reason: under the .valuajitm table, 
miles have nothing to d^wiihitV^ ' 
Whether it's 4,000 or 40,000, ncr 
assessment os taxable income is the 
same. The mileage method would cost

NEW YORK — A college student 
telephones his parents for cash to cover an 
overdrawn check. A friend arrested in the 
dead of night culKs for help in scraping up 
bail money. 

Within minutes, if you're willing to pay 
the price, you can wire financial aid just os 
corporate dealmakers routinely transfer 
billions of dollars halfway around the 
world. 

Western Union Corp. remains the solid 
leader in this growing consumer money- 
transfer business, although rivals are giving 


it "a run for the money. 

American Express Co., for example, 
introduced its MoneyGram service about 
1 1 years ago. Smaller companies serve 
specific regions or groups ranging from 
gamblers to truckers. 

Commercial bonks also wire money, and 
even the U.S. Postal Service is considering 
a high-speed money order service. 

"It’s the whole idea of speed. Consumers 
rely more and more on gening things done 
foster.”- said Jay Giesen. a vice president of 
marketing at the American Express 
Information Services Co. subsidiary. ''The 
consumer market has yet to be fully 
tapped.”

New rules 
alter some 
pensions

• WASHINGTON !- Government 
agencies don't often win popularity 
contests, but the Labor Department in 
recent months has outdone itself in making 
its constituents unhappy. 

In the space of a few weeks it has 
enraged bankers, tindividual retirement 
account holders, employers who offer 
401(k) retirement plans and employees who 
participate in such plans. 

One set of new rules and one reiteration 
of, some old, ones have left. pension 
managers, beneficiaries and custodians 
using words like “misguided." "bad news," 
and "headaches." 

The department touched off a major 
controversy earlier this month by issuing on 
advisory opinion on IRA accounts in ba^. 

It ruled that an IRA would lose its tax 
advantages if it were coupled with any free 
services from the bank. 

Under the opinion, a customer who gets a 
free checking account because he or she 
keeps on IRA with a certain bank would be 
in jeopardy. 

The department, which administers the 
Employee Retirement Income Security Act 
of 1974, determined that such a freebie 
would violate the law’s ban on self-dealing. 
Under the law, on IRA account holder has 
authority over the account — which is a 
"plan asset" — and thus acquires fiduciary 
responsibility for it. Fiduciaries under 
ERISA may not take a fee or other 
consideration for doing busii^ess with 
someone. And in this case, the free 
checking would constitute a consideration, 
a deponmeni spokeswoman said. ' ' 

The prohibition has been in place many 
years. In fact, as long ago as 1983 the 
department proposed a "de minimis"

. Q. We like to use our outdoor 
' patio and deck during the eveaiogs 
in the fall and spring, but it gets a 
little chilly sometimes. Is these on 
effective method to heat it just 
enough to be comfortable? L. L. 

A. Often you just need o slight 
amount of heal to give several more 
- * months of use of your deck. 

* Depending on the size and 
orientation of the deck to your 
house, you may be able to operate 
heaters inexpensively. 

Radium heaters arc the only 
effective type for heating un open 
outdoor area. Radiant heat warms 
people ami objects on the deck, not 
the outdoor air. "This is exactly the 
way the sun feels wami on a chilly 
day. I 

There ore several types of t^iam 
heaters that you cun use. They can 
cither be powered by natural gas, 
.propane, or electricity. Since a very 
high temperature is needed for 



erfcctive outdoofradiunt heating, 
gas or propane heaters provide the 
greatest output. Lowiempernture 
radiant heat, like the type used 
indoors, is not effective outdoors. 

There is one radiant heater 
specifically de.signed for decks. It 
mounts a 20-lb. propane tank (same 
size as for most barbecue grills) in 
the base. 

Set it in the area of the deck that 
you want to heat and switch it on. 
You cun expect about 10 to IS 
hours of heat from u standard 
propane tank. ; 

It has controls sinfilur (o a gas 
barbecue grill. At the 50,000 Btuh 
output, it effectively hcats'a 15-ft.

Panially blockipj the wind helps 
significantly. Yoii can build a low 
brick solar wall on the west side of 
your deck. In the afternoon, it is 
exposed to the sun and absorbs 
heat. 

In the early evening, it blocks 
some of the wind. As the air flows 
across the warnv bricks, it is heated 
a little. The worm bricks also 
provide .some radium hcot when you 
are sitting near them.

Deficits and 
Unbalanced Budgets 

For some years now, this (ution't 
infL'ition, trade dcnclt and unbal- 
anced budeet have been making 
headlines. 1^e ihree art to interre- 
bled that a $olution-4o one affects 
them all. 

Until the early 20th century^ the 
value of imemaclonal currency wu 
based on the gold standard, and 
nations seulcu trade deficits by 
cxchanj;ing' gold. However, in the 
l9J0s, nations stopped followlnR 
ihe gold siondard. imernatlonai 
trade substituted trade boycotts, 
high tariffs and controls. Although 

a ihoucht this would be bene* 
It only prolonRcd the depres-’ 

slon. 

ln -1944, the Allied rinilo'hs met 
to address' the problem of recori' 
struction after world War It-^From 
these eeorwmie conferences came 
he World Bank and the 
International Monetary Fund. To 
create a new era of world prosper!- 
:y, the Allied natloru contributed 
:r)eir currencies to these two Instl- 
jutiuns. All agreed chat currencies 
would trade at a fixed rate of 
cxchanKc set by membe'n and that 
these fixed rates wouldn't be 
altered without substantial change 
in the economy of a particular 
country. 

The World Bank served . . _ 
source of capital for nations to 
expand their trade. The IMF 
encouraged .md facilitated trade by 
exchanging currencies at a fixed 
rate. The United States alone 
tlnued to exchange gold for dollars 
at the race of $35 an ounce. 

As lung as the exchange i 

remnlncii equitable, the system 
worked. Together, the IMF and the 
World Bank contributed to world 
prosperity throughout the 1950s 
ind the 1960s. Unforturutely, 
ilso set the stage for worlu\ 
inflation. 

Citltehs of the free world, In an 
effort to equal the standard of liv- 
ing in the United States, forced 
their governments to supply goods 
and services far beyond their abili- 
ty to generate the money to pay for 
them. As a result, weak nations 
established huge trade, deficits. In 
1969, the United States entered 
the trade-deficit race. 

By 1971, the Nixon admlniscra' 
tion put an end t'o the U.S. 
exchange of gold for dollars. The 
United States, tike other nations, 
had to rely on lb ability to market 
products abroad in order to cover 
the U.S. trade deficit. The move 
not only a good decision but a 
necessary one since the United 
States' cumulative trade deficit by 
1975 was more than eight times its 
$15 billion gold reserve. 

After abandoning the gold stan- 
dard. the United States was forced 
. devalue its currency to enhance 
the purchasing power of the dolbr. 
By 1973, most nations had 
dropped the fixed exchange rate, 

. id (he exchange rate became 
based upon supply and demand. 

Large trade ocflclts abroad and 
budget deficlu at home indicate a 
nation Is spending more than It's 
producing. The value of the cur- 
rency suffers, giving fuel to infla- 
tion. Devaluation causes the ptice 
of Imports to rise, allowing domes- 
tic producers to also raise their 
prices. 

With demand for the good life 
and a high employment rare at any 
cost, inflation is ptob-nbly here to 
stay. Now the (.-uk at Hand is learn- 
ing to control infintlon nrui keep it 
acceptable levels. '

Lottery winnings don 't come 
m a lump - for good reasons

:• WASHINGTON — When is $4 
Cjnillion not $4 million? When you 
“win it in a lottery. 

The huge numbcre bandied about 
^40 iottery advertisements and often 
*an news stories about lottery 
»^vinne^s, while arithmetically 
t^iccurate, have on element of 
Ijmrcality obout them. It is not as if 
r^ou con go turn in the winning ticket 
^of most lotteries and go home with a 
'cheek for the whole jackpot. 

^ Instead, most big lottery winners 
►ire paid over many year?. Indeed, 
►Ihe Maryland Lottery Authority 
rjictually buys its winners on annuity, 
Twhich pays them their winnings in 
'iuinuni installments over 20 years. 

Ir From the state's point of view this

ISimply to hand out the S4 million. 

In addition, it protects winners 
^from themselves, from their '' 
;«rasping relatives and from the

Ijvinner is announced. 

;• When lotteries were first 
Ibecoming popular, it quickly 
^^come a journalistic staple to go 
;Iook up past winners to see how the 
jprize had changed their lives. Many 
'had handled their windfalls well, but 
'^crC were all too many instances in 
'which the winner was back pushing 
:a broom. 

This provides a lesson in the way 
;inyone should look at the 
Relationships among time, security 
find large amounts of money. Xhc 
principles applicable to lotteries may 
plso be applied to inheritances, 
lawsuit winnings and even pension^ 
funds when the choice is between 
lump-sum distribution and on 
annuity. , 

I The first thing to remember is a • 
fundomenta'l law of finance, which 
gnyone who lived through the 
tofiationary '70s knows well: A . 
dollar today is worth more than a 
dollar tomorrow. 

^ This is true because today's dollar 
can be put to work earning more 
dollars and because tomorrow's 
dollar, since inflation remoins with 
gs, cannot buy what today’s can. So 
ip straight economic temts, it is

almost always better to take full 
payment today rather than 
installments over a bunch of. 
tomorrows. 

Accountants, economists and 
financial planners often compute 
what they coll the "present value” to 
get a clear picture of the real value 
of payments over future years. 

This calculation allows you to 
xompore an income stream with an 
upfront payment, o.ssuming it is 
invested at o certain rote. 

For example, the jackpot 
announced by Maryland Lotto 
officials last week will be given to 
the winner in 20 annual payments of 
S222,000, or a total of $4.5 million. 

Thanks to the Washington office 
of Grant Thornton, a big accounting 
firm, which cronk^ the numbers 
through its computer, this picture 
emerges; 

Those 20 payment would have a 
present value of about $2.4 million, 
assuming that the winner took the 
money and put it in investments ' 
paying 8 peraent. In other words, 
getting $222,000 annually over 20 
years is the same os getting $2.4 
million now and investing it at 8 
percent. 

If the recipient were able to invest 
the money at 12 percent, then the 
$222,000 would have a present 
value of oboutSl.7 million; at 16 
percent, the pre.scni value would be 
$1.3 million. 

Thu.s, it is plain that even at 
relatively conservative investment 
as.sumptions, S4.S million today 
would be worth roughly twice what 
it is when paid out over 20 years. 

Another way to look at it is this; If 
the winner paid state and federal 
income taxes and then invested 
every dime of his annual payments 
dt 1 0 percent a year, he or she would 
end up with about $6.2 million ttfter 
20 years. On the other hand, if the 
winner were really given the entire 
jackpot upfront, paid the taxes and 
then invested what was left, he or 
she could spend the aftcr-tox 
equivalent of S 1 00,000 every year 
and still have more — about S7.6 
million — oftcr 20 years. 

And spending may provide an 
aaditional return if the spending 
goes to pay off debt, noted Tom 
Ochscnschlagcr of Grant Tltomton.

WASHINGTON — For most 
investors, the news that Congress 
may be about to cut the tax rate on 
capital gains is cause for rejoicing. 

But after the ipitlal euphoria wears 
off. serious long-term investors 
should lake a close look at the bill 
approved recently by the House 
Ways and Means Committee. Many 
may. find that it creates not a 
windfall but a planning nightmare. 

For traders, those who frequently 
buy and sell assets, the measure 
would plainly be a help. Likewise 
for anyone who Jias something that 
they’ve been holding and would like 
to unload. 

But for those who alreody own 
solid assets that may not be ripe for 
sale and for those who do sell and 
want to reinvest their money, the bill 
would create a dilemma. 

To understand why. lake a look ot 
what the measure actually.would do:_. 

First, it excludes from tax 30 
percent of the gain from the sole of a 
qualified osset.. Those ore pretty 
much any investment except 
collectible items, such os' coins and 
an, and certain intangible assets. It 
also decrees that the top rate' levied 
on the remaining 70 percent of Ihe

“A lot of banks wine and dine their clients," said John 
C. Hover II. one of the U.S. Trust's emissaries to 
Carefree. “We’re the only one that educates them.” 

While mornings ore devoted to lectures on such iqpic.s 
as the tax code, estate planning and the bond market, 
afternoons are free for golf, tennis, jeep tours and 
balloon rides. Evenings are spent dining in any of the 
hotel’s three restaurants and drinking in the piano bar. 

U.S. Trust devised the seminars to help Its clients. 
And the cheery spirit also helps melt the reserve that 
often encases the wealthy, greatly speeding up the 
development of good relations between officers and 
clients. 

“The seminars can condense what would take five 
y^ into three doys." said Jeffrey S. Maurer, executive 
vice president and manager of U.S. Trust's asset 
management ond private banking divisions. 

Founded in 1853, U.S. Trust was the first trust 


company established in America. It combines the 
investment skills of a brokerage house, the 
administrative talents of a fiduciary and the personal 
touch of d valet.. . 

It may be an exaggeration that its officers walk their 
clients' dogs, but they have been known to type term 
papers for younger clients and deliver money to out-of- 
the-way places. 

One officer flew to the Canadian outback to pay off a 
client’s gambling debt. Another climbed aboard a cargo 
plane to deliver a coffin to a client whose mother had 
died suddenly oh Nantucket.

August rains damage Washington wheat 


SPOKANE (AP) — About 5.5 milUon to 6 mil- 
lion bushels of wheat in Wasbingtoa state were 
damaged) by heavy August rains, a Washington 
.Wheat .Commtssion.officlttl.said.Wedncsday. 

The affected wheat represents .about 8 percent 
of this year's total crop, said Tom Mick, comnm- 
sion administrator. 

He made his remarks in an interview prior to a 
~mccTing of the wheat commission. 

About 80 percent of the crop was harvested be- 
fore the rains come, and some portions of the state 
escaped sprout damage altogether, Mick sold. The 
areas horaest .hit were Vi^itman' and Spoiume 
counties and the eastern half of Lincoln Cbunty. 

'*The degree of sprout goes anywhere from half 
u percent to 70 percent to IQO percent,” Mick 


said. 

Since wheat is sold at difTerent-pficesrit-s im- 
possible to gauge the 'monetary lou to farmers, 
Mick said 

“However, it’s safe to say it's substantial. I've 
heard of individual farmers losing up to S80.000 
on their faim.'' • ' _ 

Mick said the greatest financial loss to the 
state's farmers this year was not the late-summer 
precipitation, but a scyc^ winter kill. ’ 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture estimates 
the state will harvest 1 IS million bushels of wheal 
this year but Mick said he.CKpccis the figure to be. 
10 pereem or more b elow th at. In 1988 the state’s 
crop was. 125 million bushels. 

At the commission meeting. Mick also said he 


was concerned about the -emerging problem of 
operators adding water to wheat as it is loaded ' 
onto bafges. 

This “ad'ultcmtion” is done mainly to increase 
the weight of the wheat to make more money, 
Mick said. 

There are currently no penalties for adding wa- 
ter. Subterminal operators can merely claim that 
it’s done for dust control “even if they have water 
coming out of a 2-inch pipe," Mick said. 

He said it may ultimately be up to individual 
states to monitor and control the acts.

Stockholder files civil 
suit against officers 


BOISE (AP) — A Micron Tech- 
nology Inc. shareholder has sued 
Chairman Joe Parkinson and five oth- 
er officers and directors, alleging 
they used insjde inforinotion to profit 
from the sale of 427,000 shares of 
Micron stock. 

In a civil lawsuit filed Friday in 
U.S. District Court to New York, 
Myron Schonfeld said the six current 
and former officers and directors-re- 
ceived more than S8.5 million from 
stock soles between March 15 and 
July 18. 

The lawsuit was lodged against 
Parkinson, who also is Micron's chief 
executive officer; his brother Word 
Parkinson, former vice chainnan; 
Thomas Trent, chief technical offi- 
cer; James Garrett, executiv(e vice 
president; and board members Tom 
Nicholson and Allen Noble. 

Boise-based Micron's slock hit its 
52-week peak of S2S.75 in mid-June. 
Since then, the stock has fallen al- 
most 50 percent in value os investors 
continue to worry about declining 
prices for dynamic random access 
memory computer chips, or DRAMs, 
as well as sharply lower comings. 

In the seven trading days ending 
July 18, the stock lost more ihon 24 
percent of its value. It closed Tues- 
day at S 1 3. down 12.5 cents. 


Kipp Bedard, Micron's investor re- 
lations manager, said the company 
learned about the lawsuit on 'Tuesday.

1987, Sampson appeared in 90 games as a Warrior 
and averaged 9,3 points. 6.6 rebounds and 22.7 min- 
utes. 

Petersen, 27, was selected by Houston in the third

MADRJD, Spain (AP) — ' Offi-

'Barcelona’s Montjuic stadium, 
where most of the Olympic event.s 
are to be held. 

Athletes, journalists and officials 
complained of poor organization, 
faulty fuciliilcs at the stadium, first 
built in 1929 and undergoing re- 
modeling. insufficient hotels' and 
monumental traffic jum.s in Spain's 
second-largest city. 

Samaranch is known lo favor 
.strengthening the Btucelona 
Olympic Organizing .Committee 
(COOB) through greater state par- 
ticipation. 

On a recent Spanish television 


talk show, he said he was concerned 
that poorly-run Olympic gamc.s 
could cause "long-term damage-to 
Spain’s iniemHtionul image." 

He 'said although he was a 
Barcelona native and u good Cata- 
lan, the Olympics "will have rom- 
mificatioas or all Spaniards" and 
rejected attempts by regional or city 
officials to monopolizd'the games.

254 1-3 innings pitched and 179 
strikeouts. 

Slcwan. meunwiiilc. is 20-9 with a 
3.38 ERA, eig ht complete g.amcs. 
252 2-3 innings pitched and 149 
strikeouts. 

’’Without question, he's the best 
pitcher in baseball.” Royals pitching 
coach Frank Funk said of 
Saberhagen. ’’Anybody who votes 
for the Cy Young and doesn’t vote 
for him shows real quickly he’s' not 
qualificd lo be voting. 

”Hc khquld be a unanimous 
winner, if people know the facts.” 

The facts arc awfully impressive. 
After starting with u 2-3 record on 
May 4, Saberhagen is 20-3. 

In his last 27 innings, he has 
blanked the opposition, allowing 
only 1 1 hits. The shutout streak is a 
club record, breaking Roger. 
Nelson's 1972. mark of 26 2-3' 
innings. 

Stewart endorsed Saberhagen for 
the award after the Kansas City ace 
had won his 2 1 si game.

Henning gets reprieve in San Diego 


SAN DIEGO (AP) — Dan 
Henning's burden just got a little 
lighter. 

In Atlanta, his coaching career 
went so far south that there- were 
limes he thought he might never get 
another shot at head coaching. But 
he's getting a Second chance in Son 
Diego and he wants to make the 
most of it, for the team and for 
.himself; 

"There's- nothing second to 
winning,’’ sold Henning, who' after 
,an 0*2jstarl picked up his first 
"‘vietbrv aS'’Chafgers;coach.i n_Sfl n 
.'Diego^s 21-6 win over KonsaTClly 
on Sunday. 

“I think the best thing about it is 
it's the culmination of hard work 
and efiort'and sticking together by a 
group of people for a group goal and 
I don’t knbw that there's anything 
that con compare to it." 

In between Super Bowl 
appearances as an assistant .with 
Washington, Henning tried his hand 
as the Falcons’ head coach from 
1983 to 1986, but the result's were 
disastrous. He was 22-44*1 over 
four seasons in Atlanta. 

"Pragmatically, I believed for a 
period of lime there was a good 
possibility that 1 would not get a 
second chance because of the record 


I 'had in Atlanta." Henning said. 
"And if 1 didn’t, then I would have 
continued on doing what I was 
doing, assistant coaching and trying 
to do the best job 1 could do there." ' 

Chargers owner Alex Spanos fired 
A1 Saunders os coach lost December 
after Saunders was publicly critical 
of the level of talent on the team and 
second-guessed personnel moves 
made by Sieve Onmayer. the club's 
. director of football operations. 

Though Spanos .winced at 
Henning's Atlanta recoid, he liked 
the fact that he had helped 
Washington to Super Bowl victorifts^- 

- following the 1982 and 1987 
seasons. Son Diego has never been 
. to the Super Bowl and has gone 34- 
48 with, one winning season (8-7 in 
1987) since Spanos bought the team 
in August 1984. 

"You have to look beyond that 
(Atlanta record)," Sponos said. 
"Hey, .there's learning to everything 

- you do today, good or bad. He's 
learned a great deal. When I 
interviewed him. 1 knew this was the 
man 1 wanted." 

Henning agreed his head coaching 
experience was a benefit coming 
into the Son Diego job. 

“Experience allows you to short- 
-circuit some problems because 


you've been down that road before 
and rode out some of the pitfalls. ’ 
he said. "Maybe in the beginning 
you did ti by trial and error but now 
you know the best way to get it 
done.’’. 

Henning's tenure in San Diego 
has not been without its trials. His 
horieymoon with the media' ended 
with the first game — a 40-14 loss 
to the Los Angeles Raiders — after 
he refu.scd to acknowledge Jim 
McMahon was hurt when he was 
pulled midway through the third 
quarter. McMahon admitted after the 
game he hod sore rib.s. but Henning 
didn't acknowledge the injury, 
which proved to be minor, until a 
news conference three days later. 

He further alienated reporters by' 
closing practices to the media, a 
move he said was dictated by 
concerns that opposing teams might 
gleun a competitive advantage from 
some of the news accounts. 

Henning also came under fire, 
ofong with Ortmaycr. for keeping 
free ogent punter Lewis Colbert over 
Half Mojsicjcnkoi an all-pro in 1987 
who was shipped to Washington in 
exchange for a seventh-round draft 
choice. Colbert was relcosed last 
week, after punting for on AFC-low 
overage of 33.3 yards. ,

The lapses have cost Heyward, 
last year’s first-round drofi choice, 
his starting job with the New 
Orleans Saints. He’s now listed 
behind Buford Jordan, a fullback 
with journeyman ability and All-Pro 
desire. 

"Craig’s got ability,” Coach Jim 
Mora said. "He still makes mental 
errors, and it’s not through lack of' 
intelligence. It’s more from a lock of 
- concentra^on. 

"He makes mistakes in practice, 
and when he mokes them In practice, 

1 don’t like to put people in the 
game who ore making mental errors. 
That’s one thing against him - 
ogain, from lock of concentration. 

"I know that Buford is not going 
to make the mental errors, that he'll 
be out there doing what he’s 


supposed to be doing. This concerns 
me sometimes,, and that’s why 
.Buford -is ahead of him right now.” 
Mora said Heyward has not 
complained about being demoted. 

"That’s not my job,” Heyward 
said Wednesday. '"He’s the guy who 
decides whoever he wants to play. 
There’s nothing 1 can say. All I can 
think is that it’s his best decision., 
"It’s his team, and he docs 
whatever he wants to do with this > 
team. If it was my team. I’d do 
whatever I wanted to do with it.”- 
One thing he would do. he said, 
.would be to give himself the ball' 
more. "I know what I can.do,” he- 
said. 

Heyward rushed for 2,950 yards 
during his three-year career at 
Pittsburgh. He had l,655 yards and 
II touchdowns-in his last season, 
then bypassed his finai year of 
eligibility to turn pro.

Sure-footed animals provide 
interesting experience on 
mountain backpacking trek

JOSEPH. Ore. — Against a chill, 
biting wind, a half dozen laden lla- 
mas and their leaders sturted up a 
steep trail leading out of Bonny 
Basin in eastern Oregon's" Wallowa 
Mountains. 

It was the next-lo-last day of a 
backpacking trip for 10 people who 
had entered the Eagle Cap Wilder- 
ness the previous Monday. Now they 
were on their way over the divide 
and at least one — the author — was 
wondering if the o.sccnt would be us 
tough os the first day's sustained 
climb into the high country. 

Carrying a 20-pound pack and 
leading the last llama in tine, I was 
pleasantly surprised to find that the 
climb out was far less difficult than 
expected, particularly with the aid of 
u couple of short rest stops. At one 
of those, a heavy shirt was shucked 
to moke the exertion of the climb 
more comfortable. Even with a brisk 
wind, the effort of the climb pro- 
duced adequate body w.'irmth. 

After ascending n scries of switch- 
backs, the slope eased and the trull 
over the grassy ridge — marked by 
posts held up by rock piles — 
topped the divide and started down a 
steep descent into tite drainage 
above Aneroid Luke. And that was 
where the llamas' sure-footed ability 
to climb or descend slopes was 
-demonstrated again. 

Their two-toed feet, armored with 
a tough pad, allowed them to navi- 
gate an assortment of trail conditions 
— shale, loose or slick rocks, sharp 
drops, loose dirt — with ease and 
with a certain display of aplomb. On 
occasion, one of the .six took a swipe 
at a- clump of trailside gross for re- 
freshment,. 


In retrospect, the climb out of the 
basin where we had spent a layover 
day and two nights — buffeted by a 
cold, gusty wind whicii was only 
partially offset by a warm afternoon 
sun — proved to be much easier 
than anticipated. It bore out the ob- 
servation of my wife, Pat. who had 
led one of the pack string out of the 
steep and steady climb from the 
trailhead on the first day of the trip. 

“Leading a llomu. you find that 
you have the ahimal to think about 
as well ns yourself, so you don't 
concentrate on just how tough the 
trail might be for you," she said. 

The two of us were backpacking 
again after being off the trail for .sev- 
eral years. Becnu.se it seemed to be 
an interesting experience which 
would be in an area we'd never visit- 
ed before, when the opportunity 
came to join a “llama — supported 
backpack" trip, we took it. 

That's how we came to join eight 
other in a trail camp sponsored' by 
the United Methodist Church in Ore- 
gon and Idaho. bo.sed at the church's 
camp at the south end of Wallowa 
Lake* Tlie others came from Nampa 
and from Portland and Medford, 
Ore., with the leader, PaUsy Andrews 
of Boise. She is a former Burley res- 
ident. having lived there .several 
years ago when her husband. Rev. 
Stan Andrews, was pastor of the 
Burley United Methodist Church. 

Providing the support were six lla- 
mas and their packer. Jeff Moore of 
Enterprise. Ore. The llamas were 
part of a pack herd operated by Hur- 
ricane Creek Llamas, Inc., which 
hud another group of six on another 
trail that first week in September. 

The evening before the group 
started up the trail from the upper 
end of Wallowa Lake, Moore met 
with us to provide some basic infor-

Items of llama lore 


JOSEPH, Ore.' — Some selected 
items of llama lore, gleaned from 
observotion on the trail and conver- 
sations with a packer and his guide: 

•Males only ore used for packing, 
.since females are too valuable us 
breeding stock. A good female with 
young may be worth S20.000. 

•On the trail, the load per animal 
is around 60 pounds and must be 
well balanced on the llama's buck. 
Some larger animals can and occa- 
sionally do cany heavier loads, but 
not often. 

•A loosely held lead is best: the 


unimat will match ii.s pace along the 
trail to (hat of the person leading it. 

•Llamas arc gregarious, inquisi- 
tive and'liave a strong herd instinct. 
In camp, .when settled down ufier 
grazing, they tend to position them- 
selves to keep watch in all direc- 
tions. 

•Communication among llamas is 
usully a humming noise, though they 
also have an alarm bark and make 
other sounds. 

•Spitting is usually at other llamas 
in instances of dispute over space, 
place in the hierarchy of the herd, or 
over femalc.s. If a person gets in the 
way, the result' is greenish, smelly 
and unpleasant, but not harmful.

Columbia Basin development could harm salmon, report says 


PASCO. Wash. (AP) — Expand- 
ing development on, the Columbia 
Basin would add to surfuce-wuter 
pollution and result in a lower sur- 
vival rate for migrating Juvenile 
salmon in.the Columbia River, ac- 
cording to a draft environmental im- 
pact statement. 

A summary of the draft siaiemem 
filed this week by the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation describes the potential 


impacts of continued development of 
the Columbia Bu.sin Project. 

The project in Central Washington, 
part of the vast Columbia River sys- 
tem. currently consists of several ma- 
jor facilities and features, including 
thousands of miles uf ennuis, laterals 
and drains and wusicways, Tlie 
Grand Coulee Dam is the project’s 
key structure. 

The draft environmental impact 


sfUiement evaluates Mhe effects of 
providing irrigation Abater to basin 
lands not yet served. 

Farmers say expanded irrigation 
would result in greater crop diversifi- 
cuiiun and create more farm units 
while protecting fish and s^ildlife in 
the area and creating more recre- 
ational opponunitics.

It is full according to the calendar, but for all of 
us still irrigating the pasture, it seems a lot like 
summer. 

This warm weather spell makes things tough on 
the curly-season big game hunters. The potential 
(br spoiling a nice kill due to blow flics or just 
plain -Spoiling is u continual concern, On the other 
hand, it is creating’ some excellent fishing oppor- 


water temperatures fell off their mid-August 
Highs. With wunn days and nights, conditions arc 
jiisl right for heavy insect hatches. If ytm doubt 
this, drive near any local river, say fronrSjioshonc 
ip Richfield along the Little Wood River about 7 
p.m.. and find out how long you can see through 
your windshield. 

An indicator of continuing prolific insect lilfc is 
our high-power friend, the gra.sshoppcr. Walk 
through a vacant lot you’d swear it wa.s mid-Au- 
gust. 

Tlie real kicker is the tobacco chewers are still 
thriving at 9,000 feel. I was in the Twin Peak area 
above Chullis last weekend and the lakes were 
surrounded by aerial squadrons of gra.sshoppcrs. 

- If you haven’t tried gra.sshoppcrs lately, give 
them a shot. Fly shops arc selling out of buck 
slock that is two years old. Take my word for it. 
this has been a long hopper season.

It isn’t out of place to recommend good an- 
gling etiquette. Ask to fish private property. Leave 
the river and property belter than you found it. 
Your future fishing may depend on it. 

I haven’t mentioned Crane Falls. Magic Reser- 
voir, Salmon River or the multitude of high moun- 
tain lakes that are putting out fish, 

If you are putting off that elk hunt or deer hunt 
but want a walk in the woods, take a mountain 
lake hike in the Sawtooth or White Clouds. Take a 
jacket.

Llamas’ being gregarious, are 
picketed close together, with plenty 
of room to graze. Their diet is almost 
any sort of herbage which they cun 
find either where picketed or along 
the trail, but at the end of a working 
day, they arc given a ration of mixed 
grain of "llama granola" and a good 
drink of water. 

' Feeding a llama its granola ration 
the first lime is an interesting experi- 
ence. A double handful of grain is 
rapidly denned up. by the llnmli, 
which uses its'prchensilc split upper 
lip to scoop the grain into it.s mouth 
— since they have no upper ind.sors 
and u dry mouth, there's lililc danger ' 
of the person feeding the llama being 
■ bitten and he or she comes away 
with dry palms. 

The morning pre-trail chores in- 
cluded bring the lliimas to a central 
point from where they were picket- 
ed. tying them to trees, and then us- 
ing a small brush to comb out their

The North Fork isn’t ' like other 
I major rivers in the Clearwater River 
sy.stcro. It’s not Ukc the easily acces- 
sible Lochsa River, wiiti' a. federal 
highway running beside U. or its 
wilderness' sister, the Selwuy.' infa- 
mous among Whitewater rivers. 

It’s not like (he South Fork, rav- 
aged by tile effects of mining and 
logging, or the Middle Fork, classi- 
fied os a Wild and Scenic River. 

Hie North Fbrk is relatively undis- 
covered. undeveloped and unclassi- 
fied, a backyard camping and fishing 
haven for residents of north central 
Idaho and southeastern Washington. 

A Forest Service road nins beside 
(he North Fork for most'of its length, 
but (he river is removed from the 
beaten path. It’s a half-day drive 
from any major highway, , mostly 
over winding, gravel roods.

Edged by wide, sandy swimming 
beaches, the lower North Fork cuts a 
44-mile scenic corridor from the 
Aquarius Bridge to the junction with 
Kelly Creek, "nie river veerN nonh 
and the river canyon narrows 
through Black Canyon, 'Hie shadowy 
cimyon shelters several groves of 
mammoth cedar trees, survivors of 
the great forest fires that have left a 
bristle of weatliered snags along the 
river. 

The North Fork and its tributaries 
in earlier years provided spawning 
grounds for a unique nice of steel- 
head that produced fish almost four 
feet long nnd_ weighing more than .10 
pounds, 

But .the North Ft>rk sieelhead run 
was cut off by Dworshak Dam^ and 
the first 80 miles of the river were 


lost under WX) feet of water in Dwor- 
shak Reservoir.

On holiday weekends, the number 
of campers swells to from 300 to 
500. "We're not looking at huge 
crowds, but enough that all the avail- 
able campsites arc taken."

Utilities, conservationists divided

IDAHO FALLS (AP) — Utilities 
and conservationists are divided on 
how much electrical ratepayers 
should be charged to pay for fish 
and wildlife habitat destroyed along 
the South Fork of the Snake River 
by construction of Palisades Dam in 
the 1950s.

Wednesday at an Idaho Falls public 
hearing conducted by the Northwest 
Power Planning Council. 

The panel is gathering comment 
on a proposal to restore habitat inun- 
dated by the hydroelectric dams in 
the Colombia River basin. It was 
slated to liold a Boise meeting on 
Tliursday night.

said 18.770 acres of private land 
were acquired to build Palisades 
Reservoir, taking valuable agricul- 
tural property off tlie lux rolls.

HELLS CANYON (AP) — With 
more than 70 percent of the visitors 
to Hells Canyon rating their experi- 
ence good to excellent, the increas- 
ing number of visitors is placing 
stress on the resources of North 
America'.s deepest river canyon, 

And the information about Hells 
Canyon u.sc in the University of Ida- 
• ho survey has prompted the Forest 
Service to take another look at its 
long-range management plans for 
the canyon and the Snake River that 
cuts through it. 

"Tlie objective of the study is to 
help us measure and to find in a 
quantitative way how people felt in 
the various user groups." said assis- 
tant ranger Arthur Seamans. "It is 
causing us to take a look at river 
management to see if we need to 
make adjustments." 


Private use of the canyon has been 
holding relatively constant, Seamans 
said, but commercial use. espeeiully 
from powerboat outfitters, has 
steadily increased through the 

19H0.S. 

But the old wars lielween power- 
boaters and floaters seem to have 
subsided so that now the m^ajor eon- 
flici is over camping space. On some 
weekends. Hnding a campsite can be 
the real challenge of a Hells Canyon 
trip. 

"It hasn't had a lot to do with 
whether they are powerboalers or 
floaters," he said. "Sometimes they 
are all floaters, sometimes lliey are 
all powerboalers and sometimes they 
■are mixed. ... 1 think we probably 
exceed the carrying capacity during 
certain weekends in the summer." 

Tlie reassessment. of the manage- 


ment plan will hinge on finding the 
limit of acceptable change, and offi- 
cials said that will mean drawing to- 
gether rcprcscmalivcs of all the user 
groups 10 reach a consensus on the 
canyon’s future. 

- "Hie steering commillcc will 
grapple with what kind of use and 
what kinds of numbers arc ncccpt- 
able.” said Edwin Knimpe. a recre- 
ation management professor at the 
University of Idaho. 

Hiai attempt to include user 
groups in talks about (he manage- 
ment plans has been hailed by oulfit- 
lers, who believe those kinds of joint 
talks can iron out any remaining use 
conflicts. 

"It's one of the those things we 
need to worit together on.” said 
Scott Fa.skins, the canyon’s largest 
float trip operator.

Old lookout tower proves ideal for falcons 


LEWISTON (AP) — A pioneer- 
ing program using an abandoned 
forest lookout station to rear young 
peregrine falcons came through with 
flying colors again this year. • 

• Hie U.S. Forest Service's Grave 
Point L-ookoui reared five young fal- 
cons this year. That brings to 16 the 
number of young successfully re- 
leased at the lower. 15 miles south- 
west of White Bird on the divide be- 
tween the drainages of Ihc Salmon 
and Snake rivers. 

No birds have been lost at the 
lookout, a highly unusual success 
record for sucli efforts. 

Hie third year of efforts to release 
young peregrines along the Grand 
Ronde River in soulhcasicm Wash- 
ington apparently met with exactly 
the opposite result. Owls arc be- 



lieved to have killed all four young 
peregrines put in hack boxe.s on 
cliffs high above the Grand Ronde 
near Rogersburg. 

Although it is possible that the 
birds took off. tlicir young age and 
the suspiciou.s nature of their disap- 
pearances make them more likely 
victims of owls, .said Pal Fowler, 
Washington Wildlife Department bi- 
ologist. 

Both peregrine projects were co- 
operative efforts by agencies and the 
World Center for Birds of Prey at 
Boise. Hie Grave Point Lookout re- 
leases apparently arc the first to use 
an abandoned fire lookout tower, 
.said Tim Schommer, Salmon River 
District wildlife biologist. 

During a typical peregrine release 
project, the six-week old birds are 
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placed in an open box, where they 
arc free to explore. Hicy arc fed dai- 
ly. and watched over by ulicndanLs. 

After four or five weeks of learn- 
ing to fiy and practicing hunting 
skills, the young birds typically fly 
away for good.
